SIX ACRES AGREED TO BE SOLD 


TO MARTIN WINTER. 


Sale Means Development of North- 


ern End of Town and Increased 


Beauty of Surroundings. 


The Directors of the Poor of Adams 


County at their meeting last week 
agreed to sell to Martin Winter a tract 
of land lying between the Carlisle and 
Harrisburg roads north of the borough 
line. The tract runs almost to the 
small stream running through tbe 
Poor Bouse farm along the Carlisle 
road and contains about six acres. Air. 
Winter agreed to pay $350 »u acre for 
the entire plot, part of which can be 
made available for building lots .and 
part only being available for farm 
land. 


In addition to the money considera- 


tion Mr. Winter agreed to build a wire 
fence along the dividing line between 
the land bought and the Poor House 
land, and also to plant along the di- 
viding line a California privet hedge. 
Mr. Winter also agreed to spend the 
sum of $200 in cash for outdoor im- 
provements on or about the buildings 
and grounds of the Almshouse and is 
to have tbe privilege of planting a row 
of trees along the Carlisle road as fir 
ao Howard Avenue at bis own ex- 
pense. 


The Directors of tbe Poor have acted 


wisely in selling this tract of land and 
making provision for hedge fence. 
Tbe land has only been used for farm 
purposes and such use was its sole 
value to the institution. The sale per- 
mits tbe growth of the town north- 
ward and will greatly add to the ap- 
pearance of things at the Almshouse 
The price agreed upon with provi- 
sions makes the sale equal, if uot bet- 
ter, than any land previously sold iu 
this vicinity. And it is fortunate to 
have the tract pass to Mr. Winter who 


greatly improves his real es- 


tate holdings. The Almshouse build- 
ings are now without protection or 
beauty of trees atid a hedge of green 
with trees toward town will vastly iu 
crease the outlook both ways. 


It is Mr. Winter's purpose to ex- 


tend Broadway at his own expense 
from Carlisle street to Harrisburg 
road, donating to the public a piece of 
ground 80 feet Vr'ide and 1000 feet long 
and be will put down walks, u:ake 
grass plots, plant trees and grade tbe 
street.

Within the labt lew weeks, au 


Amendment has passed both Houses 
of tbe Caliloruia aud Kausas Legisla- 
tures by a large majority, aud will 
now be voted ou at tue polls. 


Among the States that will consider 


similar Amendments this year, are 
Ttxafe, Nebraska, Aruoua, Massa- 
chusetts, Sew York, Ohio, llliuois, 
Connecticut aud Michigan. 


Tne Pennsylvania Wouiau Suffrage 


Association, iu 1885, presented a simi- 
lar Amendment that was passed by 
the House of Kepreseutatives, but was 
lost iu the Senate by a small major- 
ity.

JUDGES SALARIES. 


Adains County will approve almost 


unanimously of the vote of Hon. 
James C. Cole last week when he 
voted against the bill to increase the 
salaries of Judges of the State. The 
bill passed the House by vote of 108 to 
80 but Mr. Cole's vote was among the 
80. The salary of a Judge should be 
equal to the amount the nest of law- 
yers are making in a county. Such 
was the fact in Adams when the salary 
was $4,000. There was no reason iu 
Adams County for the raise to $5000 
made several years ago and there is 
none whatever now for the proposed 
raise to $6,000.

Model Orchaid Demonstrations. 
The spring schedule of public meet- 


ings iu the demouBtratian model or- 
chards of the bureau of economic 
zoology of the state department of ag- 
riculture was announced March 4 by 
State Economic Zoologist H. A. Sur- 
face. The meetings will start ou Mon- 
day, March 13, and will eudonl-rl- 
day, April 21. 
Tbe bureau of economic zoology now 


nas 250 orchards ia all of the counties 
of tbe state listed as demonstration 
model orchards. In eighty of these 
orchards meetings were held last fall, 
and meetings will beheld in theotbers 
bis spring under the schedule an- 
nounced today. All of these meetings 
are open to tbe public. "We want 


very oue to attend who can do so," 


said Prolessor Surface, 
"Let them 


bring twigs from any trees about 
which they want advice, aud let them 
ask all tbe questions they desire. If 
we get a question we can't answer it 
gives us something new to study." 


Two representatives of the bureau of 


'conomic zoology will be present at 
each of the meetings. Professor Sur 
race himself will attend as many as he 
can reach. The meetings about to be 
held will show the results of twelve 
mouth's work. One year ago the 
model orchard work was started. 
In 


each of the model orchards a plot has 
jeeu set apart under the care of the 
h'eld men of the bureau of economic 
:oology. aud these men have attended 
t with the design of showing just how 
such work should be carried on aud 
also, by comparison, showing what 
should not be done. 
: 


The demonstration model orchard 


work is distinct from the work iu the 
supervision model orchards. The list 
of supervision orchards nuoaber 1000. 
Generally speaking, the trees in them 
are cared for directl f by the owners 
with such advice and 
"supervision" 


from the state's experts as cau be 
given. The orchard 
demonstrators 


found time during the winter, how- 
ever, to visit most, if uot all, of these 
orchards, and to conduct personal 
work. These visits have, therefore, 
made the supervision orchard work 
only a degree less valuable than tbe 
demonstration orchard work.

ACCIDENTALLY DROWNED. 


Four UnusuAl Deaths—Hosbud

V,'.-f. H. HAM of McConnellsburg. 


was accidentally drowned In two feet 
of vater near Big Cove Tannery, Ful- 
ton county, on Friday, March 3. He 
had taken a young man to the Tan- 
nery and after supper started to the 
home of a brother-in-law. He had to 
cross a small stream and in passing 
over the bridge his horse took fright 
and backing, broke the guard rail of 
bridge and ran the rear wheels of the 
open buggy in which he was seated, 
off The end of the bridge throwing the 
driver from the vehicle and over an 
embankment a distance of fourteen 
feet, but not directly into the water.
